Applicant cites paragraph [0178] wherein the specification describes "Thus, in particular aspects 
of the invention, loading dosages of . . . greater than 200 mg ... are contemplated by the inventors 
as exemplary daily loading dosages ..." It is the opinion of the examiner that an important phrase 
is omitted in the use of the second ellipsis. "Thus, in particular aspects of the invention, loading 
dosages of . . . greater than 200 mg or so up to the maximum dosages described herein are 
contemplated by the inventors as exemplary daily loading dosages ..." Applicant fails to cite any 
passage in the specification supporting a dosage range of 200 mg to infinity.
